But,  my  friends,  shall  we  grieve  over  its  pass¬ 
ing?  Shall  we  not  rather  look  hopefully  forward 
and  rejoice  in  the  coming  advent  of  Spring?  Shall 
we  not,  in  fancy,  see  the  lovely  vernal  messenger 
in  her  flowing  robes,  strewing  flowers  over  the 
barren  earth  as  the  warm  sunshine  and  gentle 
showers  drive  cold  Winter  away  and  call  back  the 
little  feathered  songsters?  Then  with  the  mind’s 
eye  may  we  not  seethe  smiling  faces  of  the  Snow¬ 
drop  and  Crocus  peeping  out  from  under  the  cover¬ 
let  of  snow,  and  beckoning  the  Hyacinths  to  ring 
their  graceful  bells,  and  to  the  Tulips  to  hold  aloft 
their  showy  chalices  and  display  their  bright  colors. 

Thus, while  old  Winter  holds  sway  let  us  brighten 
our  windows  with  potted  bulbs,  and  beautify  the 
door  yard  in  early  spring  with  the  hardy  bulbs  in 
beds  and  borders.  May  this  booklet  assist  you. 
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About  Hardy  Bulbs 


HAT  are  known  as  Hardy  Bulbs  or 


Dutch  Bulbs  include  Hyacinths,  Tu¬ 


lips,  Narcissus,  Crocuses,  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  flowers  that  bloom  in  early  Spring . 

Plant  them  in  Autumn, setting  from  4  to 
Gin.  apart  and  from  3  to  5in.  deep  accord¬ 
ing  to  size,  then  mulch  the  bed  with  stable 
litter  to  enrich  the  soil  and  furnish  protect¬ 
ion  from  severe  cold.  They  make  a  fine  dis¬ 
play  in  the  garden  or  on  the  lawn  v  hen  bedded. 

The  Hardy  Bulbs  are  also  well  adapted 
for  wunter-blooming  in  the  window.  Pot 
firmly  in  good  porous  soil,  the  crown  pro¬ 
truding,  water  freely,  and  store  in  a  dark 
closet  for  six  weeks,  watering  as  needed. 
Then  gradually  introduce  them  to  the  light 
of  the  sitting-room  indow.  See  that  the 
bulbs  are  well  rooted  before  bringing  to  the 
light.  Avoid  strong  sunlight  until  you  wish 
the  buds  to  open.  After  open,  the  cooler 
the  room  the  longer  the  flowers  will  last. 

For  a  glowing  bed  of  rich  color  in  spring 
plant  Darwin  or  Gesneriana  Tulips.  It  will 
be  enthusiastically  admired  and  praised, and 
the  talk  of  the  neighborhood.  Try  it.  lOOfine 
bulbs  mailed  only  S3.

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HYACINTHS 

YACINTHS  are  generally  named  first, 
perhaps  because  of  their  ear¬ 
ly.  showy,  wax-like  bloom  and 
their  mild,  delicious  fragrance.  The 
flowers  are  bell-shaped,  very  grace¬ 
ful  in  form,  and  borne  in  charming 
trusses  3  to  6in.  long.  These  are  sup¬ 
ported  by  fleshy  stems  3  to  5  inches  in 
length,  thus  affording  a  showy  dis¬ 
play  that  makes  the  air  redolent  with 
exquisite  perfume.  They  come  in  va¬ 
rious  shades  of  white,  blue,  red  and 
yellow.  Peeping  up  from  their  cozy 
bed  almost  before  the  snow  and  ice 
of  Winter  have  disappeared' we  give 
the  Hyacinths  a  royal  welcome,  and 
enthusiastically  admire  their  charm¬ 
ing  colors,  exquisite  beauty  and  su¬ 
perb  fragrance. 

Large  Hyacinths 
I  recommend  these  for  pots  and 
bowls  of  water.  They  produce  large 
trusses, but  the  regular  size  I  offer  on 
next  page  will  give  as  good  satisfac¬ 
tion.  These  are  single-flowd,the  best 
for  house  culture.  See  that  the  bulbs 
are  well  rooted,  then  bring  gradually 
to  the  light.  See  directions  for  treat¬ 
ment  under  “ About  Hardy  Bulbs”.

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ABOUT  TULIPS 

TULIPS  are  really  the  most  important 
and  useful  of  the  Hardy  Bulbs  for  gar¬ 
den  decoration, and  may  also  be  grown 
in  pots  for  the  winter  window.  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  large, graceful, showy, borne  onlong, 
strong  stems,  and  come  in  a  great  variety 
of  bright  colors  and  shades.  When  bed¬ 
ded  they  make  a  fine  display  for  several 
years  without  special  care, 
and  if  given  special  care  the 
bulbs  will  increase  in  number 
and  size  and  yield  a  glori-- 
ous  exhibition  of  bloom. 


The  soil  for  Tulips  should 
be  sandy  and  porous  and 
well  drained.  If  waterstands 
upon  the  bed  for  a  few  days, 
at  least  during  their  dormant  season,  the 
bulbs  will,  like  those  of  Hyacinths,  decay 
and  disappear.  Set  bulbs  five  inches  apart 
and  four  or  five  inches  deep.  After  plant¬ 
ing  a  light  mulch  of  stable  litter  will  prove 
beneficial.  If  you  buy  but  a  half  dozen  bulbs 
let  them  be  Tulips.  They  will  give  you 
the  most  pleasure  being  more  lasting,  more 
showy, and  more  satisfactory.  Pride  of  Har¬ 
lem  and  Gesneriana  spatula ta  are  best  for  beds. 
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The  Earliest  Tulips 

THE  Earliest  Tulips  are  the  Due  Van 
Thol.  They  grow  six  in¬ 
ches  high)  appearing  almost 
with  the  Early  Hyacinths.  The 
Hoovers  are  single,  large,  and  of  ^ 
exquisite  texture.  They  are  real¬ 
ly  very  beautiful,  and  I  can  supply 
fine  bulbs  of  all  the  colors:  Cochineal, 

Red  and  Yellow,  Rose,  Scarlet  and 
Bright  Yellow.

C^ET  that  splendid  Cottage  Tulip,  Ges- 
i  J  neriana  Spatulata,  illustrated  on  the  proceed¬ 
ing  page.  It  is  of  surpassing  beauty,  the  flow¬ 
ers  of  largest  size,  held  erect  on  strong  tall  stems, 
all  open  at  once  and  retaining  their  attractiveness 
for  many  days.  The  color  is  dazzling  scarlet  with  a 
rich  blue  center.  No  Tulip  is  more  showry,  admired 
and  lasting.  The  English  Flower  Garden  refers  to 
this  grand  Tulip  as  follows: 

“Tulip  Gesneriana  is  the  noblest  of  all  Tulips  ana 
should  be  in  every  garden,  planted  in  bold  groups  or 
broad  masses.  It  has  ad  immense  brig-ht  red  flower, 
borne  on  a  tall  stem,  swreetly  scented,  with  a  blue- 
black  zone  inside  at  the  base.  The  flowers  last  ad¬ 
mirably  when  cut,  and  by  artificial  light  open  as 
widely  as  by  day.  The  finest  form  is  that  called  spat- 
ulata.  In  Sussex  I  have  seen  charming  effects  se¬ 
cured  by  planting  in  quantity.  In  one  case  a  bed 
thickly  planted  formed  a  solid  shield-like  mass  of 
color  more  brilliant  than  a  soldier’s  coat.”

The  hand¬ 
some  flowers  are  borne  on  4in  stems  and  are 
showy  in  groups.  Set  3in.  deep.  I  supply 
fine  bulbs  at  5cts.  each,  any  color,  White, 
Blue,  Yellow,  Striped,  or  the  four  for  15cts.
